Fans Take Heat Off Family... 
Here's How Rooms Can Ве Kept Coo

In a vague sort of way most of us 
know why we feel cooler when the 
air rushes in through the open win- 
dows of our moving automobile on а 
hot day. The outside temperature 
remains the same, but the breeze 
makes us feel cooler. Why? Simply 
because the moving air Increased the 
rate of evaporation of moisture from 
our skin. An clectric fan in the home 
acts the same way as the alr rushing| 
in the car's windows, 

A fan of the right size, and prop- 
«лу located, maintains a constant 
circulation of air throughout an em 
tire room. Tans circulate а given 
number of cunis feet of air per mm- 
wie (CPM), and this data appears 
Фа their respective nameplates. So 
to get the right size of fan or fans 
you need you should know the cuble 
feet of air in the room to be cooled, 
and the rate at wich you want the 
air circulated. The cubic feet of a 
room is determined by multiplying 
the length of the room x the width 
x the height. The rate of circulation 
required depends on the climate ia 


whica you live. If you reside in hot 


climates you'll want te circulate the 
air at least once per minute. In more 
moderate climates, a 2 or 3 minute 
air circulation cycle may be аф 
quate. 

Day and night cooling operations 
vary. On hot days, close the windows 
and doors, and draw th 
keep the cooler 
tura om the type of fan you have 
according to Figures 1, 2 or 3. For 
night cooling warmer inside alr 
inust be exhatsted and cooler out- 
door sie drawn im.

Sugar Cane Crop 
Is Worth Million 


Florida's sugar cane crop was 
worth $13,023,000 to growers 
and farmers last year. 

Sugar cane raised in the state 
for the production of sugar 


mainly to a longer growing sc 
son, is well above the 20.3 tons 
per acre produced in Louisiana, 
the only other large cane pro- 
ducing state. 

Moreover, Florida cane is 
sweeter, as it produces a little 
more than one ton of sugar to 
every ten tons of cane, compar- 
ed with 12.6 tons of Louisiana 
cane required for one ton of 
sugar. Total Florida production 
of raw sugar was 149,000 last 
year, about 8 percent of which 
was refined within the state. 

Blackstrap molasses, a valu- 
able livestock feed by-product 
of sugar production, reached 
about 7,975,000 gallons last 
year, worth $1,271,000, includ- 
ing cane costs. Bagasse, the 
spent fibre of cane, can be used
